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MANNING MAKES A SLATE

|\TAMMANY TO .BE ADMITTED ON 
LAST YEAR'S BASIS. .. 
THE QUESTION SETTLED ' BY THE STATE 
COMMITTEE—-ANGER OF THE COUNTY 
DEMOCRACY—CHAPIN TO BE PUSHED 
FOR THE CONTROLLERSHIP. 

Burrato, Sept. 26.—Before noon to-day 
the delegates to the Democratic Convention had 
nearly all arrived in town, and it was not long 
before the spirits of Boss Manning began to 
revive, and the stock of that close corporation 
known as the Albany machine went up several 
points. A rapid counting of noses and brief 
consultavtions with the agents and sub-agents 
of the machine in the various localities 
satisied “the boss” not only that 
his own head was safe, but that he 
might venture upon the legitimate duties of a 
boss, and run the convention. Heaccordingly 

chanzed his attitude of humility which he oc- 
cupied yesterday, and putting on the inde- 
pendeat airs thet so well became the recog- 
nized leader of the party, proceeded to make 
out a slate for the entire State ticket. Instead 
of expressing himseif satisfied with carrying 
three points, as he did last evening, he made 
arrangements for sweeping the entire deck. 
The first announcement that came from his 
head-quarters was that Senator Mackin was 
to be thrown overboard as candidate for Con- 
troller and Speaker Chapin installed in his 
place. A rumor to this effect was current 
late last night, as reported in THe Trmes’s 
dispatches, but the delegates from Kings Coun- 


ty denied all knowledge of it, and generally 
expressed their disapproval of any such move. 
‘ It now appears that the suggestion came from 

Manning and they had nothing to do witb it, 
4 Neither Boss McLaughlin nor William C. 
Kingsley was able to come to the convention 
and Senator Jacobs, who arrived this morn- 
ing, is left as the chief advisor of 
the Brooklyn delegation, which numbers 39 
members. He reluctantly gave in his adhe- 
sion to the Manning programme of making 
Chapin a candidate, for he was already com- 
mitted y to Mackin. But politics do 
not always permit the gratification of persona! 
likes or dislikes, and the necessities of the pres- 
ent situation require that Kings County 
shoula stand by Manning and the Albany ma- 
chine. It is therefore probable that the

among some of the delegates. There are 
scarcely any members of the delegation who 
like Chapin, or who would voluntarily ci ag 
him for any place on the State ticket. ‘‘ Why, 
then,” they ask, “should we permit a candi- 
date from Brooklyn to be thrust upon us by 
Menning against our own wishes when it is 
notorious that whenever in the past we 
have presented a candidate of our own, 
we could never get any support from Man- 
ning and his gang?’ Moreover, they charge 
that Meunirg’s main object in trotting out 
Chapin for Controller is to kill off Catlin for 
Treasurer, both of them being from the same 
end of the State, and thus facilitate the re- 
nomination of Maxwell, on which Manning 
has set his beart. It looks, they say, asif the 
Brooklyn delegates were being made tools of 
to carry out other schemes, in which they 
bave ne interest. Manning’s anxiety for the 
renomination of Maxwell is said to arise from 
his desire to take care of Eddie Apgar, the 
“little casinc” of the Albany machine, and 
keep him in his place of Deputy Trea$urer. 
The entire State ticket, as chalked out to- 
day by “‘ Boss” Manning, comprises the fol- 
lowing names: For Secretary of State, Isaac 
H. Maynard, of Delaware; for Controller, 
Alfred H. Chapin, of Kings; for Attorney- 
i General, Dennis O’Brien, of Jefferson; for 
f Treasurer, William H. Maxwell, of Genesee; 
for State Engineer, E. D. Van Buren, of Ulster. 
There are many who doubt Manning’s ability 





W to force this slate down the throat of the 
§ convention, and some who are bold enough 
f to predict that the ‘“‘boss” in attempt- 
f Ing to grasp everything will lose every- 


thing, even his own head as Chairman 

of the State Committee. There is a very bit- 

ter feeling among delegates opposed to the Al- 

bany machine, and if Manning’s slate should 

be fortunate enough to be carried through the 

. renvention it is certain in many localities to 
4 receive very lukewarm support at the polls. 
' Mr. Purcell and Mr. Poucher both have con- 
fidence in their ability to smash the boss’s 
jlate, and great doubt is expressed whether 
Chapin can carry a majority of the conven- 
tion for his nomination to the Controllership.

Ex Congressman sevelt still keeps up his 
fight against the admission of Tammany Hall 
to the convention, and on the arrival of the 
County Democracy delegates last night he 
found a large number of recruits ready to join 
aim. Some of them, like E. Ellery Anderson, 
Alderm.2 Purroy, and others, threatened to 
leave <3 convention if Tammany should 
be admitted. They say that one more 
embra-- of the harlot will be the death 
of the County Democracy. A meeting 
of the County Democracy delegates 
was called at his heau-quarters in the Genesee 
a House to-day, to discuss the situation 
a and decide upon the bes: policy to pursue. 
y After a good deal of wrangling, a sub-commit- 
: tee of one from each Assembly District, 24 
4 in all, was appointed to decide what should 
* be doneand report to the full delegation. The 

sub-committee, aftera fuli discussion, voted 
to recommend that the entire delegation vote 
FE solidly against the admission of Tammany. 
Mr. Anderson then offered a resolution that 
# in case Tammany was admitted the delegation 
leave the hallinabody. ‘his was carried by 
a vote of 18to6, The sub-committee reported 
a * ts action to the full delegation at 8 o’clock 
' this evening. The action was sustained so far 
gs voting against Tammauy'’s admission was 
concerned, but the Anderson resolution was 
lost by a vote of 36 to 23. The members of 
the sub-committee who voted for Mr. Ander- 
son’s resolution were Roosevelt, Anderson, E. 
P. Steers, Fire Commissioner Purroy, and 
Thomas P. Walsh. The subsequent vote on 
the same resolution by the County 
Democracy delegation showed that it 
was indorsed by the Second, Sixth, 
Tenth, Eleventh, Fifteenth, Seventeenth, 
Twenty-first, and Twenty-third Assembly Dis- 
tricts. The districts whic: opposed it were 
the First, Fifth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, 
Twelfth, Fourteenth, lLighteenth. Nine- 
teenth, Twentieth, Twenty-second, and 
Twenty-fourth. Neither ex-Commissioner 
McLean nor Justice Power took a 
decided stand upon either side of 
the proposition. Commissioner Thompson, 
. ex-Mayor Cooper, Justice Norton, Dock Com- 
missioner Voorhis, Nelson J. Waterbury, who 
has the Supreme Court Judgeship bee in his 
bonnet; Alderman Carroll, and Senator Fitz- 
gerald all voted against it, while Excise Com- 
4 missioner Mitchell, Justice Ford, and Justice 
Murray were among those who voted for it. 

Thé State committee heid a meeting at 10 P, 
M., and to the surprise of everyone took the 
question of the admission of Tammany out of 
the hands of the convention by voting 
to put Tammany and Irving Hall on 
the list of delegates to be called 
in the first instance, instead of being put in the 
position of contestants. They are to be listed 
on thesame basis on which they were ad- 
mitted to last year’s convention, 24 dele- 
gates going on the roll for Tammany 
and 10 for Irving Hali. The vote by which 
this was done stood 22 to 10, most of the com- 
raitteemen from the country voting forit, It 
is regarded as a stultification of the action 
of the same committee at Saratoga and 
& repudiation of the instructions given 
% to the committee by Jast year’s con- 
vention, All the New-York members 
pf the committee, seven in number, including 
the Tammany members, voted against it, and 
they got three outside votes. The Brooklyn 
committeemen voted for it, and so did Dan 
Manning. Their excuse is that they wanted 
to shorteu the contest, and they knew the con- 
vention would do substantially the same thing. 
But there is much dissatisfaction with 
the action, particulariy on the part of the 
County Democracy. Tammany also pretends 
to be dissatisfied on the ground that she ought 
to have a larger representation in the conven- 
tion than she had last year. The committee 
decided to present the name of Speaker Cha- 




















pin for temporary Chairman of the conven- 
tion. 


The Tammany members, 600 strong, paraded 
the streets this evening under the command of 
Commissioner Thomas Brennan. They 
were ee gg oop by a detachment of Gra- 
fulla’s old d, and as they passed their 
head-quarters in the Tifft House they let 
off a fusillade of fire-works which raised 
® commotion and jeo ized the lives of 

estrians. in the afternoon many of the 
raves visited —— Falls by a special train. 
It was after 1 o’clock this morning when the 
Tammany train, which left the Grand Central 
Station at 9 o'clock, rolled into the Buffalo 
station. Its e through the State was 
a sort of recognition by the rural Democrats 
of the importance of its passengers to the 
Democracy in 1884, At several points along 
the line cannon were fired by the hay- 
seeds, and at Rochester, the home of 
Purcell, the old _ ticket candidate for 
Secretary of State, a speech was demanded 
of Mr. Kelly. ‘Heexcused himself, and Spinola 
stepped into the breach. The locomotive’s 
shriek spoiled his effort at the very beginning, 
and the rush which was made for the moving 
cars nearly resulted in some of the braves 


being crushed to death under _ the 
wheels. Mr. Kelly has spent a_ portion 
of the day in receiving introductions 


to Democrats from the interior, The 

and harmony programme which he arranged 
in his own City, coupled with his quiet, unos- 
tentatious, m andjlowly spirit, as exhibited 
here, has had its effect among the simple- 
minded countrymen, and he will be invited 
into the party with warmth and with the 
tenderest expressions of solicitude concerning 
the liver and digestive organs of proud old 
Tammany Hall. 

The severe and almost brutal manner in 
which the County Democracy was treated by 
the State Committee this evening was fore- 
shadowed in the statements of one of its lead- 
ers this morning. He was indignant, just 
as the other members of the organiza- 
tion who possess any independence of 
spirit are indignant to.night. ‘‘We found 
to our astonishment when we arrived here,” 
said he, “that some mysterious influence 
had been at work throughout the State, and 
the members of the State Committe were 
bent on having us reconcile our differences 
with Tammany. This was a _ pretty 
state of affairs. Some of the same com- 
mitteemen were obliged to call on Re- 
publicans in the country - districts to 
help them carry their own counties and 
yet these fellows had the effrontery 
to attempt to dictate to us as to what we 
should do. That was bad enough in itself, but 
when it came to quoting tu us Republicen 
pacentents, we felt as if they were indeed rub- 

ing it into us. They pointed out how 
the Republitan convention had settled all 
the differences of the delegates outside of 


the wigwam and beyond the view of 
the public eye. Therefore, they ed, that 
the same thing should be done in ew-York 


City differences. We found for the first time, 
that the Governor was secretly opposed to our 


independent course. By God, Sir, we find 
we haven't oe = friends among the com- 
mitteemen. The talk of electing a Democratic 


President has unsettled the reason of some of 
these men, and even now they are discussing 
who shall be the next Collector of the Port of 
New-York, the Surveyor, and the other 
Federal office-holders in this State. I 
honestly believe, if we had not made 
the little sortie that we did at Sara- 
toga in the committee-room Tammeny 
would have been admitted to the convention as 
the regulars and we as the kickers. We hada 
cursing meeting last night after learning from 
Manning and the other memopers of his gang 
that Tammany must not only be admit- 
ted without a kick on our part, but 
that she was to be politely ushered 
in and the fatted calf be served up for 
her prodigal followers. The Coynty Democ- 
racy put itself on the defensive by its actiona 
year ago. To-day the organization is on a run 
for the woods; a year hence, only the Lord 
can tell what has become of us.”’ 

Advantage has been taken of this feeling of 
soreness by the candidates who have gone 
among the disaffected to drum up recruits 
against the Manning machine and its slate. 
The Kings County delegation has had a meet- 
ing and decided, after much kicking, to sup- 
port Chapin for Controller, much as this course 
disgusts its individual members, John Hamp- 
den Robb, of New-York City, has formally in- 
formed Mr. Manning that he will be a 
candidate for the office of Controller, and has 
added that, as he was invited into the field in 
the first place by the Albany clique, he has 
decided to remain and undergo all the novel 
experiences of a candidate who is not backed 
by the boss of the Democratic Party. 

Manning has sat in one of his parlors of the 
Genesee House all day sending for his servile 


followers and giving them instructions. 
His candidates either sit in their own 
head-quarters and twaddle about their 
own strength among the delegates, or 


busy themselves in giving out whisky and 
cigars. Senator Mackin and Roswell A. 
Parmenter, who would be pleased to be Con- 
troller and Attorney-General, respectively, 
have wandered about with don’t-forsake-me 
faces all day, which brightened up somewhat 
when the suspicion began to grow that the 
slate might after all be broken. The Anti-Mo- 
nopoly people occcupy a room three feet from 
the Genesee bar, ana are discussing drinks and 
doctrines in about equal proportions with 
thirsty visitors. ThelIrving Hall delegation, 
350 strong, arrived at 11 o'clock to-night and 
paraded the streets. 

Immediately after the State Committee ad- 
journed the County Democracy delegates re- 
assembled at their head-quarters and proceed- 
ed to discuss the new situation with closed doors. 
They were in session about an hour and the loud 
voizes that were heard in the hall and adjoining 
rooms indicated that they had a warm time. 
They finally agreed to send into the State 
Committee the 38 names to which they are en- 
titled under the action of the committee and 
protest against the committee’s action in ex- 
cluding their remaining 34 delegates from the 
roll. They will also contest the seats of the 
24 Tammany delegates and the 10 Irving Hall 
delegates before the convention. 

The candidates for the State ticket ignored 
in Manning’s slate are actively at work form- 
ing combinations to break it, and they think 
with good prospects of success. 

The combinations against the Manning slate 
have come to an agreement that all the candi- 
dates not slated will go into convention, 
and the man who gets the highest vote on 
the first ballot for any place on the ticket shall 
thereafter be supported by the friends of all 
the other candidates for the same office. With 
this arrangement they are confident of smash- 
ing the slate. 

OCKPORT, Sept. 26.—The chief interest of 
the Demoeratic politicians of Niagara County 
in the approaching Buffaio Convention seems 
to be attached to the f rtunes of Robert A. 
Maxwell and his desire for renomination for 
State Treasurer. The editorial columns of the 
Lockport local Democratic paper contain little 
else than denunciations of the candidate and his 
political method. ‘The delegation from the 
First Niagara District goes strongly instructed 
against him. The position of the delegation 
from the Second District is doubtful, and a 
host of ardent and active Democrats, both for 
and against Maxwell, from Lockport, Niagara 
Falls, Tonawanda, and other places in the 
county, will attend the convention and make 
a lively time outside it.

A LARGE BODY OF MEN TAKE POSSESSION OF 
A MEETING-PLACE — TOWNSHIPS PRO- 
CLAIMED BECAUSE OF OUTRAGES, 

Dosuin, Sept. 26:—Five townships in 
Tipperary County have been proclaimed by 
the Government on account of outrages per- 
petrated there. 

A meeting of the Irish National League was 
held here to-day, at which Mr. Sexton, mem- 
ber of Parliament for Sligo; Mr. Healy, mem- 
ber of Parliament for Monaghan, and Michael 
Davitt were present and made_ speeches. 
It was announced that £1,000 addi- 
tional subscriptions had been received from

ee the meeting at Milltown-Malbay on 

unday last, which course he considered en- 
tirely unjustifiable. 

Lonpon,’ Sept. 27.—At Dungannon yester- 
day Thomas Power O’Connor, member 
of Parliament for Galway, and Mr, 
Small, member of Parliament for 
Wexford, visited Unchnaclay market 
for the purpose of holding a gem meeting. 
They were unable to speak, however, as a 
body of Orangemen took possession of the 

lace and compelled them to remain with- 
n doors. The Orangemen held a_ meet- 
ing in the principal street. Shouts of 
“No home rule !’’ were raised, and cheers for 
the Queen were given. The mob announced 
their intention of keeping possession of the 
town until Messrs, O’Convor and Small 
should withdraw, and declared that they 
would remain up all night to prevent 


the Parnellites from erecting a _ plat- 
form. Three thousand Orangemen will 
march in _ procesfion to-morrow and 


afterward held an anti-Parnellite meeting’ 
Orange bands played throughout tre night, 
and great excitement prevailed.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 26.—A fire in the 
Kadi Keni quarter of this city last night destroyed 
300 houses. 7 

RoE, Sept, 26.—The official report of the fa- 
talities consequent upon the late earthquake on the 
Island of Ischia states that 1,990 persons were 
killed and 374 injured. 

HENDAYE, France, Sept. 26.—Armed bands 
have appeared at several points in Spanish territory, 
near the frontier, and Spanish gendarmerie are 
pursuing them. 

VIENNA, Sept. 26.—The Croatian mem- 
bers of the Reichsrath declare that they will 


not take their seats in that body until the constitu- 
tional administration of the Government is rein- 
stated in Croatia. 

Anti-Jewish excesses are reported in the Vesz- 
prim district, West Hungary. Several houses oc- 
cupied by Jews in two villages were burned to the 
ground. Several of the persons engaged in the ex- 


cesses were arrested. 
St. PeTerspure, Sept. 26.—Tho extra 


measures adopted by the Government for securing 
public safety have been prolonged for a year 
throughout the principal Provinces of Russia. 


Details of the recent anti-Jewish rioting et 
Nowomoskowsk, in the Province of Jekaterinos- 
lav, have been received. Only a synagogue 
and three Jewish houses escaped demolition 
and 200 families were rendered homeless. Order 
was restored after five rioters had been killed and 
80 arrested. The trouble origiuated in the discov- 
ery that a Russian church had been plundered, 
which act was attributed to the Jews. 

Lonpon, Sept. 26.—James Punch & Son, 
merchants, of No. 24 Wormwovd-street, E. C., 
have failed. 

The British Association for the Advancement of 
Science bas decided to invite the American Society 
for the Advancement of Science to become honor- 
ary members of the association during its visit to 
Montrea! in 1884. 

Advices from Colombo, Ceylon, state that the 
recent earthquake in Java caused a sudden sub- 
sidence of the sea at Colombo of 15 feet. On Aug. 
27 the water rose and fell violently for half an 
hour, when ‘it resumed its normal condition. 
Several vessels broke from their moorings, but no 
other damage was reported. 


Paris, Sept. 26.—The reply of the Govern- 
ment of China to the dispatches of the Marquis 
Tseng relative to the ‘Tonquin question has been 
received here. 

The International Arbitration and Peace Asso- 
ciation has issued an address to the people of 
France urging that mediation be resorted to for 
the settlement of the dispute between France and 
China. The address suggests that America or 
Switzerland be invited to become arbitrators, 

An additional number of judicial changes bas 
been published inthe “fieial Gazette. About 170 
Judges have been placed on the retired list. 

Several French newspapers are conducting a 
campaign against King Alfonso because they are 
convinced that heneeforth he will be an ally of 
Germany, as he has accepted the Colonelicy of the 
Uhlansand hasappeared publicly in the uniform of 
his new regiment. The papers especially resent 
the choice of aregiment quartered at Strasburg. 


Maprip, Sept. 26.—It is understood that 
when King Alfonso returns he will again submit 
the formation of the Cabinet to Sefor Sagosta, 
who will effect a compromise with the Dynastic 
Left under Sefior Moret, the latter abandoning 
for the present the question of a revival of the 
Constitution of 1869. Nothing, however, will be 
definitely arranged until: the meeting of the Dy- 
nastic Left at the end of the present month. 

La HXpoca is indignant concerning the articles 
that have appeared in French newspapers relative 
to the acceptance by King Alfonso of a Uhlan Col- 
onelecy It denies that an allfance has been formed 
between Spain and Germany, and advises King 
Alfonso to shorten his journey home. 


BERLIN, Sept. 26.—The Provincial @or- 
respondence says that the presence of King Al- 
fonso of Spain and King Milan of Servia at the 
late manceuvres of German troops furnishes fresh 
proofs that the relations existing between Ger- 
many and other European States are, regardless of 
their geographical positions, entirely friendly. 


DUBLIN, Sept. 26.—A severe storm passed 
over Limerick tq-day. The old Town Hall, re- 
cently used as a Corn Exchange, was blown down, 
and one of the bridges over the river Shannon was 
badly ee A number of houses were also de- 
stroyed in various contiguous districts.

He admits, however, that the manafacturers are 
auxious to resume operations. and seems confident 
the committee which has been given discretionary 
powers will be able to conciude the war at its first 
meeting.

JHE TARIFF ON WOOL. 





CuxicaGco, Sept. 26.—At the meeting of the 
Executive Board of the National Wool-growers’ 
Association to-day the Seeretary read extracts 
from his voluminous printed report, giving a mi- 


nute account of the part he and President Garland 
took in bringing 
tariff. The discussion of the 
the report proceeded with great warmth. 
At last a resolution was passed _ reciting 


that all parts of the report expressing the opinions 
or individual views of the Secretary, and all parts 
reflecting upon persons or other associations, be 
stricken out. The report as amended was then 
adopted, and the board proceeded to the election 
of officers. The Secretary of the Monday evening 
caucus nominated Columbus Delano, of Ohio, for 
President, and he was elected according to an 
agreement made in caucus on Tuesday night. The 
motion to re-elect Mr. Markham to the 
office of Secretary aroused a turbulent dis- 
cussion, the members of the cancus, who 
bad bound themselves to carry out the programme, 
showing a decided disposition to bolt. Delegates 
from Texas and Ohio earnestly requested Mr. 
Markham to withdraw, but that gentleman 
showed no disposition to comply with the 
flattering request, and was finally elected. The 
Secretary then began a long speech in justification 
of his record, at the close of which he surprised 
the delegates by offering his resignation. George 
L. Converse offered the following, which was laid 
over until afternoon: 

Reso'ved, That, in the opinion aud judgment of the 
National Wool-growers’ Association, the tariff rates 
on imported wools sbould at the earliest opportunity 
be restored to what they were at the time of the last 
reduction. 

Resolved, That State, district, and county associa- 
tions and wool-growers In all the States be requested 
to use every endeavor to second the efforts of their 
respective Representatives and Senators in the restors- 
tion of the tariff on wools. 

At the afternoon session Albert Chapman, of 
Vermont, was elected Secretary. The following 
resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That the officers of this association be In- 
structed to use their best efforts to bring vefore Con- 
gressin the most effective possible mannerthe de- 
mands of the wool-growers of the United states, 
through this National Association, for the restoration 
of the tariff on wool as above. 

It was informally agreed that the next annual 
meeting of the association should be held at Fort 
Worth, Texas. 
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CANADIAN FINANCES.

Ottawa, Sept. 26.—Notwithstanding the 
large reduction made in customs and excise duties 
at the last session of Parliament, the surplus in the 
revenue of the Dominion over expenditures was 
larger during the ‘iseal year ending June 30 last 
than ever before in Canada. The consolidated 


revenue collected from all sources during 
the year in round numbers amounted 
to $35,880,000, and the expenditures $28,800,000, 
leaving a surplus of $7,080. The surpius last year, 
atthattime the largest known to Canada, was 
$6,316,000. 

The redemption of portions of the5and 6per 
cent. loans, which was made by deposits in the 
Post Office Savings Bank bearing 4 per cent. futer- 
est, reduved the interest of the national debt over 
$150,000. About $30,000,0005 per cent. bonds will 
mature next year, and they will be replaced by 344 
and 4 per cent. bonds, makinga further annual 
saving of about $325,000 in interest. 

With regard to the revenue for the current year, 
there has been a falling off equal to5 percent. A 
larger decline than this, however was looked for 
by the Government, owing to tho reduction of du- 
ties last Spring, the Finance Minister at that time 
having stated in Parliament that in making his cal- 
culations he had aliowed for a shrinkage of 8 per 
eent.

CAUGHT BY 27W0O BLUE-FISH. 
AN KAGLE AND A BOY HAVE AN ADVEN-

IN A CONSTANT UPROAR: 


ATTEMPTS TO INDORSE “THE REPUBLICAN 


PARTY AKXD ARTHUR’S ADMINISTRA- 
TION CAUSE A ROW. 


LovIsviu_e, Sept. 26.—Thus far the Na- 
tional Colored Conventior has been in a state of 
chaos, and the address of Frederick Douglass is 


the only notable feature. This morning the ex- 


pected introduction of politics occurred, and in- 


volved the body in disorderly and heated quarrel. 
The first move was made by a Kentuoky delegate, 
who offered a resolution as fo!lows: 


Resolved, That the colored le of 
States, in convention aesemblea. do AB on 


for the best interest of the whole people. 


This was met with a storm of objections, and 
was urged with equal vigor by its advocates. The 
Chairman, after half an hour of great confusion, 
declared the resolution committed to the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions and Address. Tho sentiment of . 
the convention seemed to be opposed to the reso- 
lution beeause it was outside tne questions sub- 
mitted for action im the call for the convention. A 


resolution asking Congress to appropriate $7,000,- 
0U0 to Southern schools, divisibie on the basis of 
illiteracy, was received with favor and without 


opposition. 


A resolution indorsing President Arthur's Ad- 
ministration as illustrating the best principles of 


the Republican Party was introduced. As soon as 
it was read nearly every delegate leaped to bis 
feet, and the convention was lost in confusion. 
The South and West hissed loudly with cries 
of “table it.” It seemed that only ga 
few delegates from the North and East 


favored the resolution, and the opponents ol- 


the indorsement of Artbur’s Administration 
carried things with a whoop. The whole conven- 
tion rushed forward to the platform. Louisiana 
and the Carolinas were especially antagonistic ta 
the measure. The warring delegates shook their 
fists in each others’ faces, and the Sergeants-at- 
Arms Were compelled to restore order by forcing 
the delegates to their seats. A fractious m-+mber 
from Maryland had to be choked by a fellow-deie- 
gate before he could be quieted down. 

Marell, of Maryland, introduced a resolution {m- 
Ploring the convention to stand by the discussion 
of the business laid down inthe call. This again 
called forth opposing factions, but was withdrawn 
onthe suggestion of Louisiana delegates. The 
speaker in withdrawing his resolution stated to 
the convention that if they tried to bring any such 
matters as the indorsement ot any political admin- 
istration before the convention they woulda have 
all Maryland to fight. Louisiana, Georgia. and 
Kansas indorsed the sentiment and said they would 
assist.

DEATH OF COL. GEORGE KNAPP. 

Col. George Knapp, the owner of the Mis 
souri Republican, of St. Louis, the oldest news 
paper west of the Mississippi River, died 
on Sept. 18 on the  steam-ship Penn- 
land, which arrived in this port yesterday. 
The announcement will create wide-spread grief in 
St. Louis circles, for no man was more universally 
loved than he. From one end of the city to the 
other he was known asa public benefactor. Col 


Knapp was born in Montgomery, Orange County, 
N. Y., Sept. 25, 1814. and in 1820 he went with 
his parents to St. Louis. At the age of 12 he 
entered the office of the Aepudiican, then owned by 
Charless & Paschal). In 1837, when 23 years of 
age, he became part proprietor of the paper. In 
1835 he took a prominent part ia the volunteers 
military service, and in 1846 he went to Mexico as 
a Lieutenant in the St. Louis Grays of the St. 
Louis Legion. After the returnof the regimen’ 
he became Captain, and subsequently Lieutenant- 
Colonel. In addition to his connection with 
the Republican colony Col. Knapp has been a zeal- 
ous advocate of all public-spirited enterprises, and 
the erection of many of the most magnificent pub- 
lic buildings which {now ornament the city was 
in a great measure aue to his personal energy. 
When the ruins of the Southern Hotel stood 
a frowning disgrace to the city he came 
to the front offering to subscribe $50,000 toward its 
erection. He championed the building of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce, the largest building 
of the kind in the West, and never stopped boom- 
ing the movement unti! the edifice was completed. 
All here give him credit fer the great success 
which the Renudlican has scored. He brought 
the paper from a shanty to its present palatial 
quarters, end this was done in the face of many 
adverse circumstances. é 

In December, 1840, Col. Knapp married Lizzie 
Eleanor McCartan, and this lady and a 
large family survive him. Of late years, al- 
though the leading spirit of the newspaper 
he owned, Col. Knapp has been in delicate 
health, and twiee has he made trips to 
Europe in search of new life and strength. 
About two months ago he left here with his son, 
Thomas. taking a physician’s advice and going to 
the Kissingen Springs, at Bavaria, Germany. He 
left there on Sept. 15 on the Pennland, and he 
died on board on Sept. 18.

ARRANGING DIFFERENTIAL RATES. 
The subject of differential rates was taken 
ap yesterday at the meeting of the Joint Execn- 
tive Committee (Passenger Department) of the 
trunk linesand the Eastern and Western rail- 
roads. All the lines, except the Pennsylvania 


d route made up by the Lake Shore and 
New-Yotk Central had a differentia! rate of $16 on 
second-class business from Chicago to New-York. 
Those lines charged $17, the full tariff rate. 
Statements were prodneced to show that all 
the lines allowed a differential rate except 
the Baltimore and Ohio, had run far ahead of 
their percentages. Their rates were advanced to 
the ful] tariff, and the only line left to offer the 
Differential waa the Haltimore and Ohio. The 
change will probably co into effect Oct. 1, athonen 
the time was not set. The abrogation of the 
differentiais excited a protracted diecussion. Ths 
differential rate of $20 2% between Chicago and 
Boston against the ful! tariff rate of $22 was al- 
lowed the Baltimore and Ohio’s Niagara Falls 
Short Line, which is made un by a combination 
with the Wabash and Great Western, of Canada, 
in opposition to the Michigan Central. It is thus 
placed on a level with the Erie in the competition 
for that busineas. 

The business between St. Louis and New-York 
was taken up. but no definite conciusion was 

eached. The Lake Erie and Western, as the in- 
tial line, has hada differential of $20 75, against 
a rate of $24 25 by the Pennsylvania. The differ- 
envials of the other roads have ranged between 
those limits. Every road has, by making oom- 
binations, succeeded in securing the advantage 

f low differentials. The Erie lines and the Balti- 
more and Ohio have‘increased their business great- 
ly by improving their service and time. The 
weaker roads claimed thnt they suffered in con- 

uence and asked that the rates of those 
nes should be put up The rate of 
the Ohio and Mississippi, the Baltimore 
and QOhio’s Western Line, has been the same 
as the Lake Erie and Western's. and bring a line 
In direct competition, the latter road asked fora 
readjustment. The Pennsylvania is the only 
one of the roads that charges the full 
tariff rate. The redistribution of percentages 
Was not reached yesjhroay. The percentages 
according to the plan, will be discussed and fixed 
es the meeting advances, instead of making the 
entire award at one time and allowing appeals to 
be made afterward. Until these are completed 
the centract will not be fully executed. 

Since the opening of its new Chicago line and 
the running of its solid trains through from New- 
York to Chicago, the Erie has secured more than 
its allotted share of the business. It enjoys a dif- 
ferential fare of $18 50,against a full tariff rate of $20 
between these two points. Competing lines which 
bare lost the business will probably demand that 
the Erte shal! be deprived of its differential on the 
ground that its new equipment and increased time 
go longer makes it necessary to the road.

LIEZEUT. FULTON'S HALLUCINATION

A RETIRED ENGLISH ARMY OFFICER IN THE 
NEW-YORK HOSPITAL, 

Lieut. William Fulton, late of the English 
Army, recently arrived in this country from Eng- 
land and took rooms at the Belvedere Hotel. Last 
night, at Bleecker-street and Broadway, he was 
acting inastrange manner and a policeman took 
him to the Mercer-street station-house. He told the 
officer that he had been followed by some men 
who had evil intentions, and he pointed to passers 
by and said they were his persecutors.

He said the time-pieee had a history, but he could 
not give it until be had leisure. 

Lieut. Fulton is evidently a man of education 
who has moved in good society. It was learned 
that he recently came alone from Liverpool, and 
that he is looking for a position in some mining 
concern in which he can find an investment for 
some capital. He is 38 years old and was born in 
Guernsey, one of the Channel islands. His par- 
ents are well-to-do and are now traveling 
in Europe. He obtained a commission in 
the Fifty-ninth regiment, now the Sec- 
ond Battalion East Lancashire Regiment, 
in 1868, served in the Dagshai Punjab, being staff 
officer under Major-Gen. R. N. Currie, and in the 
Afghan war.

OHIO DEMOCRATIC LEADERS DECIDE TO SEE 


WHAT MONEY WILL DO. 


CLEVELAND, Sept. 26.—The Democrats do 
not intend to lose Ohio without a struggle. At the 
reeent conference of leaders with the State Com- 
mittee there was some very plain taik from men 
who, like Mayor John H. Farley, of Cleveland, 
believe that the Democrats have some interests 
and expectations beyond mere State offices or the 
winning of a municipal campaign here and there. 
The resuit of this conference was the selection ot 
acapable body of men who were authorized to 


scrape together all the money they could get their 
hands on and spend it wherever and whenever a 
chance could be found to make a vote, 

Quiet but determined efforts were immediately 
put forth to fulfill the firat part of this com- 
mission. Money was sought for in all 

uarters with varying success and some 

iscouragements. Chairman D. R. Paige madea 
fresh onslaught on the national sources of reve- 
nue, working forall it was worth the argument 
that to lose Ohio this year would be to make it 
hopelessly Republicau next Fall—in a time when, 
as the only Oetober State worth looking at, it 
would exert an immense moral effect on the Presi- 
dential result in November. Mr. Armstrong, edi- 
tor of the Cleveland //ain Dealer, was sent to 
New-York, and while there was closeted for some 
time with Mr. Tilden. The political factor of the 
Standard Oil Company, Col. Thompson, was seen, 
and {t is understood that he made a handsome do- 
nation. Trouble was even taken to cable Col. 0. 
H. Payne in mares, asking him for a donation 
of $5,000. Meanwhile, all the sources of revenue 
in the State were tapped, and a total of a not in- 
significant amount was realized. 

It was decided that as little money should be 
spent at this stage of affairs as possible. One mem- 
ber of the Democratic State Committee was heard 
to say to another on the train between Cleveijand 
and Columbus: “‘The Dorsey-New plan played in 
Indiana in 1880 was a revolution in politics, and 
opened a great many eyes.

WAS HE MURDERED ? 

The dead body of a man named Dennis 
Herlihey, who kept a boarding-house at Scarsdale, 
Westchester County, was faund early yesterday

RACHS ON THE WATER.

CLOSE C@NTESTS ON THE POTOMAC REIVER— 
THE CHAMPIONS DEFEATED. 
WASHINGTON, Sept, 26.—The Potomac River 
regatta held to-day was undoubtedly the finest 
event of the kind that has ever occurred on the 
Potomac River. The day was bright and clear, 
but a strong north-westerly breeze made the water 
somewhat lumpy during the first two hours of the 
regatta. The head-wind, together with a contrary 
tide and rough water, operated to prevent .fast 
time being made. 
The first race was fer junior fours, one mile and 


a half straight away. lt was won by the Potomac, 
Analostan second. Time—10:56. 

The second race, which waa for junior singles, 
was won by J. R. White. of the Analostun Ciup, of 
Washington, in 12:24. Neordzy, and Walters, of the 
Potomac Club, made a hard struggle for the sec- 
ond place, and their shells were so close at the 
finish that it was held to be a dead heat between 
them. Their time was 12:36 1-5. 

Next in order was the race between the senior 
fours, for which the champion Eurekas, of New- 
ark, were entered, together with the Crescents, of 
Philadelphia, and the Petomacs, of Washington. 
This was an exciting struggie from start to finish, 
and the judge’s deeision was required to determine 
which crew wonthe race. A fair start was made, 
but the Eurekas soon took the lead, with the Po- 
tomacs slightly in adyance of the Crescents. Ail 
of the crews were rowing in good form, the 
Eurekas at 36 and the Potomacs at 4%. The 
Crescents made a strong effort, and at the hali- 
mile passed up to tne second piace. Still, the 
boatg were very close and clear water could not 
be seen between them. Atthe mile the Creseents 
were close up on the champions, who were still 
rowing at 36, while the Potomacs had steered 
over into comparatively smooth water, and were 
picking up. They spurted strongly when withina 
quarter of a mile of the finish,and came up on eyon 
terms with the leaders, but soon tonled witha tug,

Our latest advices from Buffalo are to the 
effect that Mr. MannineG has determined to 
try his hand, which had become shaky, in 
running the convention as to nominations, 
aud to insist that if Tammany be admitted 
luis concessions shall cease there. His im- 
mediate objective point is the nomina- 
tion of Speaker Cuarin for Controller, 
In order to defeat Catiin for State 
Treasurer and insure the renomination of 
Maxwe.t and the retention of E. K. Arcar 
as Deputy. It is a noble game and quite up 
to Mannrne’s standard of “‘leadership.”’ 
Mr. Cuapry is an admirably representative 
Democrat, being too young and self-willed 
to please the old workers, and far too 
tricky to inspire the confidence of the more 
ndependent. As for the Tammany busi- 
ness, the most that Mannine has felt him- 
self able to do.is to get the Tammany men 
put on the regular list of delegates in the 
fame proportion as last year, thus forestall- 
ing a division still more favorable for them 
by the convention itself. Mr. MANnNine 
must be very proud of bis achievements. 

Those who may have hoped that the 
‘Louisville National Convention of colored 
men would demonstrate the existence 
of any unity of sentiment among 
its members regarding political, or in- 
deed any other, matters, must be unde- 
ceived by the proceedings of yesterday. An 
attempted indorsement of the Republican 
Party threw the convention into an uproar, 
which seems to have been about equal- 
ly contributed by the friends and foes 
of the resolution, and a like proposition 
with reference to Mr. ArTHuR’s Adminis- 
tration was equally disturbing, but was 
finally laid-on the table. If the con- 
vention was intended by its originators 
to make political capital for the Republicans 

in general or the President in particular, it 

has already been a brilliant and gratifying 
failure. 


Representatives of the merchants and 
underwriters of this City are urging upon

There is 
no question that aside entirely from the

need of special provision for the business 
portion of the City asa safeguard against 
fire. Anunstinted supply and high pressure 


should be provided as speedily as possible. 


A single conflagration might, under existing 
sircumstances, destroy in a few hours prop- 


erty which would far exceed in value the 


entire cost of bringing this water to the City, 
and the Croton Aqueduct can never super- 
sede the utility of the high pressure that 
would be secured. 


Secretary Foueer, it is announced, will 
‘call the attention of the President’ to the 
report of the commission appointed to in- 
vestigate the office of the Supervising Archi- 
tect. The commission proposed to abolish 
the office, and to divide its duties between 
two bureaus, one of ‘‘architecture’’ and one 
of ‘‘contracts.’’ This is very well so far as 
it goes. But it leaves the responsibility 
of both offices with the Secretary of 
the Treasury, and gives the country 
no guarantee of the competency of the 
chief of the Bureau of Architecture, 
except the opinion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury that he is a good architect, which 
is obviously no guarantee at all. The pay 
would not tempt any architect of high stand- 
ing from his private work, even if there were 
any guarantee that such an architect would 
be chosen; and the names which have been 
‘*mentioned’’ for the place since the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Hruu certainly do not carry with 
them any promise of an improvement in our 
public architecture. Whatever system is 
finally adopted should provide, as we have 
heretofore urged, that the most important and 
costly public buildings should be given, asin 
France, each to the charge of an architect 
of eminence, to be chosen by somebody of 
whose competency to choose there is, in 
turn, some guarantee. 


Mr. JosErpa Mepivi, of the Chicago 
Tribune, produced some startling statistics 
before Senator Bia yesterday, and ex- 
tracted from them some stirring morals. 
“The money thrown away on liquor dur- 
ing the past year,”” Mr. Mepriu _averred, 
** would have furnished every one with a 
comfortable home.’’ No doubt the coun- 
try would be better off if less liquor 
were drunk in it, but we can hard- 
ly believe, without evidence, that the 
average working man drinks up a house a 
year. Mr. Mepriu declares that ‘‘ those 
who had studied the question found that the 
working men spent yearly $400,000,000 for 
liquor.’”” This would be about $8 each 
for every man, woman, and child in the 
United States, whereas the working men, 
including all occupations soever, and in- 
cluding men who are theirown employers 
as well as workers for wages, number somé 
14,000,000. Thef must, therefore, have con- 
sumed some $28 worth of liquor each, or, 
at the high average of a dime a drink, four 
thousand million drinks—a fact which 
will be difficult to credit until those who 
have studied the subject produce the evi- 
dence in detail which has led them to their 
conclusions. The statistics of the internal 
revenue and the tariff indicate that the 
whole value of the liquor, wine, and beer 
produced and imported was not much more 
than half of the sum given by Mr. Meprut as 
consumed by the workers for wages alone, 
making no deduction for export. 
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President next year ought to look upon 
this State as the key to the position. [If it is 
carried this Fall the rest is corhparatively 
easy. Ifit is lost, the whole battle must 
be fought next Summer, and against heavy 
odds. The action of the committee yester- 
day will offend a great many Republicans 
who revolted against the machine last year, 
and will seriously diminish the chances of 
electing the ticket. It was bad politics— 
even for the Stalwarts. 


THE PRICE OF HARMONY. 


The great crowds ‘of ardent Democrats 
who have gone up to Buffalo from this City 
have impressed the country delegates pro- 
foundly with their desire for harmony, and 
there is no longer any question about the 
admission of Tammany and Irving Hall, 
but only of the manner in which it will be 
accomplished and the degree of power which 
will be conceded to them. As the only ques- 
tion raised was whether the Democratic 
Party had the strength and the courage to 
reduce JOHN Ke.uiy from the rank of dic- 
tator to that of an ordinary leader, and it 
has been decided in the negative, there is 
no reason why Ke ty and his friends should: 
not desire harmony. It is the harmony 
which the foot-pad seeks when his victim 
gives him up his purse and asks him to 
shake hands and let by-gones be by-gones. 
The Democracy of New-York had a great 
opportunity presented to it. Sor the first 
time in eight years it was last year sup- 
ported asa reform party. A great number 
of Republicans, disgusted with the conduct 
of their own organization, found in the can- 
didate of the Democrats a man to whom they 
were willing to give either direct or indirect 
support, and he was elected by an over- 
whelming majority. The Republican organ- 
ization is in better shape this year, but by 
no means in such shape as to be formidable 
had the Democrats followed the lines clearly 
indicated to them by common sense and 
honesty. 

They have decided that they cannot af- 
ford to doso. They are afraid to throw 
out Jonn Ketrty. They do not dare to take 
that bold step and rely on the appeal they 
would thus make to the independent voters, 
whether Republican or other. They have 
no stomach for a fight with the bad ele- 
ment in their own party for the purpose 
of plainly establishing their claim as a 
party willing and able to serve the interests 
of good government. Under the transparent 
pretense of the necessity for ‘‘ harmony’’ 
in their own ranks, they have determined 
to admit Tammany and its friends of 
Irving Hall, and to surrender all right to 
the confidence and respect of decent citizens. 

It is by no means certain that they will 
not win the immediate object of their self- 
abasement. By the force of partisan ties 
among themselves, and the powerful allure- 
ment of the officesin the near future, and 
by the mismanagement—to call it no worse 
name—of the Republicans, they may carry 
the next election. But the price they 
have consented to pay for ‘‘ harmony” 
is very high, and it will have to

SWINDLERS WHO USH THE MAILS. 


It is announced that one of the swindlers 
whom the Post Office Department has de- 
tected and exposed is about to submit a test 
case to the courts in order that they may de- 
cide whether or not the department has a 
right to place his name and the names of 
other detected swindlers in a list published 
in the ‘‘ Postal Guide.’’ This list is pub- 
lished once a month, and the swindlers who 
are named in it are those who have been ex- 
posed by the work of the department’s 
Special Agents. Very naturally, they are 
annoyed by exposure that ruins their 
miserable business, but heretofore they have 
been willing to sink into obscurity without 
attacking the power that has put an end to 
their robberies. Now one of them, encour- 
aged, perhaps, by the fight which the Loui- 
siana Lottery Company is making against 
Judge GresHam, will undertake to protect 
the ‘‘rights’’ of ‘‘sawdust swindlers,’’ pre- 
tended dealers in counterfeit money, and the 
many other scoundrels who fatten on the 
plunder which they take from credulous 
men and women who read their circulars 
and advertisements and send money to 
them in United States mail bags. 

The statute provides that ‘‘no letter or 
circular concerning schemes devised and 
intended to deceive and defraud the public 
for the purpose of obtaining money under 
false pretenses shall be carried in the mails.”’ 
It also provides for the punishment of those 
who mail such letters or circulars, and un- 
der this law and other laws the Postmaster- 
General is continually striving to prevent 
rascals from robbing the people by means of 
the Government mail service. Upoa what 
theory concerning the powers and duties of 
the Government does the Post Office Depart- 
ment take this course? There are some 
who hold (that it would be right for the 
department to pursue and expose these 
scoundrels solely for the protection of citi- 
zens who are in danger of being deceived 
and robbed. But we are not living under 
a paternal Government. The average Amer- 
ican citizen believes that he is able to take 
care of himself, and the interposition of the 
Government in a paternal way in his behalf 
would be an act which his pride might re- 
sent and which would not accord with his 
views of the powers and duties of the Gov- 
ernment in a democracy. Primarily the 
department exposes these swindlers and 
excludes their circulars from the mails 
in order that the mail service, estab- 
lished by the people and supported by tax- 
ation, shall not become a tool in the hands 
of thieves, and shall not be used to defraud 
those by whom and for whose benefit it was 
created. . Its object is not so much to pro- 
tect the people asitisto protect the mail 
service, which was established by the peo- 
ple for legitimate uses. In this way itis 
faithful to its trust, and in protecting the 
service it incidentally warns and protects the 
people. ' 

The Louisiana Lottery Company has al- 
ready appealed to the courts, apparently for- 
getting that it was once worsted in the 
courts of the District of Columbia, where it 
had and still has powerful friends and de- 
fenders. So long as this company is allowed 
to use the mails its demoralizing influence 
outweighs the evil effects of all the other 
smaller swindles against which the depart- 
ment has carried on a _ successful war. 
It is - enabled by the vast sums 
which it has ‘taken from dupes all 
over the land to employ eminent law- 
yers, but the acts jof Judge GresHam 
show that he is determined to do what he 
can to prevent it from using United States 
mail bags. He is obeying one statute (sec. 
8,929 R. 8.) and proceeding in accordance 
with another, (sec. 3,894 R. 8.,) which pro- 
vides that ‘‘no letter or circular concerning 
lotteries shall be carried in the mails.’? The 
constitutionality of this statute has been 
affirmed, but if any additional law be needed 
it should be promptly enacted by the Forty- 
eighth Congress. 

A PAINFUL SUBJECT. 

Faithful are the wounds of a friend, and 
there is no room to doubt, in view of the 
interest which our esteemed Western con- 
temporary, the World, takes in Tue Times 
that itis entitled to be regarded as a friend. 
Still, it is naturally sad to be told by the 
World that Tue Trmxs is on the road to 
inevitable bankruptcy and will probably 
reach it by Friday of this week at the very 
latest. The very fact that Taz Tres had no 
idea of its terrible situation_until the World 
kindly enlightened it makes the situation all 
the more painful.

It is by 
pursuing this policy that the World has for 
80 many years performed the astonishing 
feat of keeping alive, and thete is reason to 
think that the 7ridune has lately obtained a 
glimmering of this great law of journalism. 

It is too late for Toe Tres to save itself 
by resolutely cutting down its circulation. 
The World sorrowfully implies that such a 
course would be of no use, for THe Times 
was dying for want of circulation at the 
very time when the reduction of its price to 
2 cents brought about its fatal increase of 
circulation, Evidently Taz Times was 
doomed to death in any event, and no fore- 
sight or skill could have avoided the inevi- 
table. 

The question arises, How is it that the 
World, which, as it assures us, has obtained 
an enormous circulation since it became a 
Western journal, still manages to live? When 
its present proprietor bought a worn-out 
second-hand newspdper, and after scouring 
and pressing it, exposed it for sale, marked, 
“The latest St. Louis style, cheaper than 
dirt,’? he must have been familiar with his 
axiom that a large circulation will kill any 
newspaper. If the World has the vast cir- 
culation which its veracious proprietor 
claims for it, who pays for the white 
paper on which it is printed? If the cost of 
white paper must inevitably bankrupt Taz 
TiMEs, how is it that the World escapes 
bankruptcy? There is but one answer to 
this question, and it is a very painful one. 
The broom-maker who stole his entire stock 
of brooms and was thus able to undersell 
all rivals cared little for the price of broom- 
straw; and the onterprise of this thrifty 
person is inevitably recalled by the boasts 
which the World makes of its prosper- 
ity. Can it be that the World steals 
its white paper? If so, one can under- 
stand why it may live after Toz Trmes, 
which buys its own white paper, is buried 
under its fatally enormous circulation. If, 
on the other hand, the World buys its white 
paper, then either itis mistaken in suppos- 
ing that it has a large circulation or else it 
is doomed to a sudden grave. A more pain- 
fuland depressing conclusion could hardly 
be imagined, but there seems to be no way 
of escaping from it. If Tue Times is 
crushed under its burden of circulation, it 
will die resignedly, but who can resign him- 
self to the failure of a gallant effort to make 
a second-hand paper as good as new by 
steeping it in the morals of Poland and the 
manners of St. Louis? 


The application by Bishop Porter for

It is announced that an officer, 
otherwise of unblemished reputation, is te be 
brought to trial upon the charge of ‘* having mar- 
ried a woman who, prior to his marriage, was 
bis mistress.’ To men of unmilitary modes 
of thinking this looks like putting the cart 
before the horse. What the lawyers call the 
gravamen of the offense would seem to have ac- 
crued before the marriage, and the marriage to 
have been such reparation and evidence of repent- 
ance as it was in the power of the offender to 
offer. Of course, there are countless circum- 
stances, which can neither be recited nor discussed 
with decorum, whieh may vary the situation. An 
officer or any other man who marries a woman 
of notoriously bad character must expect to suffer 
the social consequences of such a step, which are 
at once more certain and more severe than 
any which even a court-martial could with pro- 
priety inflict. But assuming the case tu be fully

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IIABILITY OF BANK OFFICERS. 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION BY VICE-CHANCEL- 
LOR BIRD, OF NEW-JERSEY. 

TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 26.—To-day Vice- 
Chancellor Bird filed an opinion in the case of 
Mary Dovell against Garret A. Hobart, Receiver of 
the First National Bank of Newark. The suit was 
brought to compel the Receiver to account and 
surrender the property which Mrs. Dovell had 
placed in the hands of the Directors of the bank 
at the time when the embezzlement of its funds 
was discovered as security for any loss which 
might have been caused through the acts of her 
on, Louis Dovell, who was the Teller of the bank. 
The investigation and trial of the case in the 
United States Court exonerated Dovell, and James 
A. Hidden, the Cashier, was convicted and sent to 
State prison, where he is now serving out the sen- 
tence. It was shown at the trial that Hidden, who 


was Dovell's superior officer, directed false entries 
to be made, and on the day when Dovell con- 
fessed there was a deficiency in his books of 
$95,827 07. In order to save her son from imprison- 
ment Mrs. Dovell transferred the title to all her 
real estate in Newark tozether with bonds and se- 
ourities to. the amount of over $100,000. When 
Senator Hobart was appointed Receiver of the 
bank a demand was made to have the property 
returned. This was refused on the ground that 
Dovell, being Teller, knowing of Hidden’s guilt,con- 
cealing it and allowing himself te be used by Hidden, 
was equally liable with Hidden. and further, that 
a liability arose on ber part even though the Teller 
himself was guilty of no malfeasance, because he 
obeyed the commands of a superior officer when 
those eommands were in themselves eriminal. 

The WVioe-Chancellor holds that while Do- 
vell was usder a moral obligation to 
expose Hidden, Mrs. Dovell is not a sur- 
ety for a merely moral delinquency. 
The burden of proof is uvon the Reeeiver to show 
Dovell’s liability, and he has failed to do so. While 
ithas not beem shown how the discrepancy oc- 
curred, yet rotadollar of it has been traced to 
Dovell’s hands. “There is no proof against him,” 
says the opinion, *‘and when there is such abund- 
ant proof against another. the court cannot force 
conclusions as to this Teller in order to reach 
the property of his mother. Mrs. Dovell knew 
nothing of any crime, and only pledged her 
property to secure the bank against her son's de- 
fault, and she cannot be held for the defanit of 
others of which she had no knowledge, and whioh 
were no part of the contract.”” The opinion con- 
eludes by holding that the complainant, Mra. 
Dovell, is entitled to’a reconveyance of all the 
lands which the bank holds, and to an account of 
all moneys received by the bank for lands sold to 
bona fide purehasers, and for all rents of any of 
these lands received, and for all other moneys re- 
ceived for stooks sold on aceount of R. B. Dovell 
& Son which were: credited to the account of 
Louis Dovell. The opinien establishes an impor- 
tant legal principle relative to the liabilities of in- 
ferior officers and employes, and it will probabiy 
be taken up to the Court of Errors and Appeals

THE ETHEL NCT DETAINED. 


THE GOVERNMENT DECLINES TO INTERFERE 
WITH HER DEPARTURE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 26.—As the steam-ship 
Ethel, which is to come out under the name of the 
Dessaline as soon as it reaches Hayti, and is to be 
employed as a war vessel in the service of the 
Haytian Government, left the wharf at Neafie & 
Levy’s works for Port au Prince to-day, a hurried 
application was made to Judge Butler, in the 
United States District Court, for an attachment 
against her. The Judge had come from his home 
at West Chester iu response to an urgent telegram. 
United States Assistant District Attorney Valentine 


read the libel against the Ethel. The paper set out 
that the steam-ship, in violation of the laws of 
neutrality, had been fitted out in this port as a ves- 
sel of war, and isto be employed against the Pro- 
visional Government of Hayti, with which the 
United States is at peace. Wellesly Bourke. a 
young curly-haired lawyer. of Jamaica, and a 
member of the ‘*Central Committee of Revolu- 
tionists,” who constitute the Provisional Govern- 
ment of Hayti, appeared as the informer. He 
claims to be the acoredited Commissioner of the 
‘provisional Government” to the United States. 

District Attorney Valentine explained that he 
had consented to bring the matter to the attention 
of the court at the request of Messrs. Heverin & 
Kerr, of this city, and J. E. Ludden, of New-York, 
who represented the Provisional Government. At 
the same time, he said, he was of the opinion that 
an attachment ought not to be allowed. The mat- 
ter turned, he said, upon the Interpretation of the 
word “ people” as ased in the statutes. He thought 
that the word meant a recognized Government. 
In this ease that Government was the one 
of which Gen. Salomon was the chief,and the 
United States did not officially know the so called 
‘* Provisional” Government. He had telegraphed 
to the Department of State for advice, and re- 
ceived atelegram from Assistant Secretary Davis 
saying, “ The Government recognizes no authority 
in Hayti other than that of President Salomon, 
with whom it holds diplomatie relations, and is 
aware of no cause for filing a libel to which your 
telegram of this date refers.” 

Judge Butler said that the court would not hear 
the matter unless the District Attorney should de- 
sire it as the representative of the Government. 
No private individual, he said, could appear as 
the prosecutor in snch a case. Mr. Valentine de- 
clined to apply as an official. He would not with- 
draw the libel. however, and the court formally 
refused it. The paper was quietly carried off, and 
the proceedings endedin nothing. The vessel mean- 
while sailed away.

DELINQUENT CORPORATIONS. 


A NUMBER IN THIS STATE STILL BEHIND 
WITH THEIR TAXES. 

ALBANY, Sept. 26.—Controller Davenport’: 
courtesy extended the time in which corporations 
might pay their taxes due on Aug. 1 until Sept. 25, 
but with the arrival of that date, and after the re- 
ceipt of a note of warning, a iarge number of these 
corporations are still delinquent. No list of them 
will be allowed for publication at present, but it is 
known that it eontains the titles of several large 
steam and horse railroads, insurance companies, 


and foreign banking institutions. It is not be- 
lieved that the Controller can, under the iaw, re- 
mit the penalty affixed to the delay made by these 
corporations, 80 that from to-day they will have tc 
pay 10 per cent. additional on their original tax. 
According to a cursory summing up in the Treas 
urer’s office. the corporation taxes already paid 
amount toabout $1,800,000, which exceeds the whole 
amount paid by all the corporations last year Dy 
$260,316.

But- 
ger’s Democratic Convention performed the work 
set for it todo to-dayin one long session. The 
Governor was nominated by acclamation, and the 
remainder of the ticket, as made up in an ante- 
room by a committee appointed for the purpose by 
the Chair, was nominated in a lump, the conven- 
tion simply adopting the committee’s report and 
getting this part of the business off its mind as 
speedily as possible. The commanding feature of 
the day was, of course, Butler’s performance of 
his part. Other features there were, however. One 


wasan opening tumult,only suppressed by the vigor- 
ous course of the Chair—in defiance of parliamen- 


tary rules at times to be sure, but none the less 


effective. 
flay, the adroit management of the, convention 
from the platform, and the appearance of ex-Col- 
lector Simmons, of Boston, in the proceedings—no 
longer masquerading as an Independent Republi- 
ean, but now a Democratic place-holder in full fel- 
lowshbip with the Butlerized Democracy. 

The convention opened with a breeze. Some of 
the irrepressibles at the outset objected to follow- 
ing the programme so carefully arranged by the 
State Committee last night. They denounced it as 
a cut and dried one, unbecoming a Democratic as- 
sembly; but the Secretary of the State Com- 
mittee read the call, and the Chairman of that 
body, refusing to see any one of the dozen 
or more delegates who claimed the floor, except 
that one previously charged with the duty of mov- 
ing the temporary organization, put the latter’s 
motion, declared it carried, ignored an appeal 
from his aecision, and called upon the clergyman 
in waiting to offer prayer. This is a custom some- 
times neglected in Democratic conventions; here 
it quelled the boisterousness for the moment. The 


minister, a Methodist, the Rev. Mr. Simons, of 
this city, made a satisfactory appeal, praying 
that “the Governor, in the midst of abuse and 
misrepresentation, might be sustained and enabled 
to de his whole duty.” Then further boisterous 
interruptions and protests were squelched through 
Col. French’s alertness in taking up the duty 
of temporary Chairman and rushing his speech 
in. This was a highly spiced document 
based on the proceedings of last Wednesday's 
Republican Conventien in Boston. He picked 
fiaws in the platform, lashed Mr. Dawes, and in 
return for Col. Codman’s free hand-sketoh of But- 
ler characterized Codmanas ‘“‘a lawyer without 
a brief.a soldier without a record, a legislator 
without influence. who never earned an honest 
dollar in his life that anybody ever heard of; who 
lives upon a patrimony, and insults the Governor 
of Massachusetts, the latchet of whose shoes he is 
not worthy to unloose.” 

Col. French was listened to patiently, but when 
be closed and proceeded to set the well-oiled ma- 
chine a-going again the tumult again arose. Re- 
fusing. as before, to recognize any but the men 
assigned to make the motions for the appointment 
of the several committees, he got on fair- 
ly well until the motion for the appoint- 
ment of the committee to make up the 
regular State Central Committee was reached. 
Then the “ kickers.’ as the opposers of the ma- 
chine were termed, woula not down. Several 
Zelegates demanded to be heard and the Chairman 
found himself forced to yield. The opposition was 
on asmall matter, but a big one with the poli- 
ticilans—the manner of making up the State Com- 
mittee. A substitute for the motion was made 
providing that the committee to name the State 
Committeemen be nominated from the floor. This 
was excitedly discussed until the previous question 
was called. Then, in the midst of wild confusion, 
Col. Frenep put the motion, declared it carried in 
epite of the roarof “ noes,”’ and also the motion 
that the committee be appointed by the Chair as 
originally provided, which be quickly put. But 
the decisions were not acquiesced in without 
astruggie. One delegate, who had shouted bim- 
self red in the face, but had failed of reeognition, 
pushed up to tbe reporters’ table and toward the 
platform. “ Don’t you come up here,"’ warned the 
the Chairman. “ By God I will.” said the delegate, 
and up he went. The Chairman maintained his 
ground. There was a promise of a lively row, but 
the irate delegate, a politician of local note anda 
representative in the Legislature who served on 
the Tewksbury committee, was persuaded {and 
gently forced to the rear of the platform, 
where foratime he subsided. Business further 
advanced and the committee to escort in the per- 
manent Chairman had been named, when the sup- 
pressed delegate reappeured from the back ef the 
platform, and by consent of the Chairman took 
the floor “for a personal explanation.” Pro- 
weeding then to pitch intothe Chairman for his 
treatment, be was again silenced. After bein 
ealied to order for his refiections on the Chair, an 
withdrawing them, he retired, a loyal Democrat, 
but a most disgusted one. 

Then Edward Avery was ushered to the platform 
as permanent Chairman, and made his speech. It 
was dry. conventional, but happily not long. At 
its conclusion Gen. Collins, im a fiery speech, 
though it was carefully prepared and read from 
manuscript, for he is a haif-hearted Butler man, 
aod basa record to make in Congress, renomi- 
nated Butler. Ex-Collestor Simmons was cailed 
upon to second the nomination, which he 
did in aspeech enlogistic of Butler and full of bit- 
terness toward the Kepublican Party leadership. 
Tbomas J. Gargan. one of the Boston delegates 
who had opposed the machine-made State Com- 
mittee plan, which Col. French 80 defiantly rushed 
through, was conciliated by an invitation to speak 
also, in seconding the nomination, which invitation 
he promptly accepted and made aspeech which 
“ roused the boys.”’ 

The nomination was then ratified by the conven- 
tion with a cheer, the remainder of the ticket, as 
given above, was at once reported and accepted 
with a rush, half the delegates in a daze as to just 
what they were acting upon, and the reading of 
the platform was started, when *‘three cheers for 
Pnutler” was excitedly called at the back of the 
hall, and the convention rose to greet the incoming 
of the “boss.”’ Butler, with the committee sent out 
to get him, marched up the main aisle to the plat- 
form, and took the seat at the right of the Chair. 
Hie was applauded and cheered as he rose to speak, 
but not very enthusiastically. The enthusiasm 
kindled, however, as he went on to make poiut 
after point. Hespoke for more than an hour and 
a half, giving what he was pleased to call 
en account of his stewardship as Gov- 
erpor. He reviewed his entire administration, 
giving @ runoning account of his efforts at 
“reform,” his contests with the Legislature and 
his Council, his appeintmenta, his inveatigations, 
growing tremulous and pathetic over the Tewks- 
bury business, and his difficulties with a wicked 
opposition, attempting to check him at every turn. 
it was delivered with his old fire and audacity, and 
it was pronounced the most taking of his many 
efforts. It surely hed a marked effect on the tired 
sonvention which, weary as it was and hungry, 
showed no desire to hurry him to a close. 

In opening, he said he had made recommenda- 
tions. but not one of'those recommendations was 
passed by the Legislature, which sat longer than 
sny Legislature ever sat before, and much longer 
than he hoped any Legislature would ever sit again. 
One of bis recommendations was to protect passen- 
gers on railroad trains from murderous obstruc- 
lions. As it was arevcommendation of the Executive 
of course it did not pass. Another notable case 
was the refusal to remove the constitutional inbi- 
bition upon free suffrage—the poll-tax. He assert 
ed that the great Republican Party, with which he 
had acted in good faith, in giving free suf- 
frege to negroes at the South, refused 
the same boon to the white man at the North.

HOW INDIANA WAS CARRIED. 
GOV. PORTER GIVES THE FACTS AND RE- 
FUTES DORSEY’S STATEMENTS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 26.—In his opening 
speech in the Ohio campaign, Gov. Porter took oo- 
casion to tell what and who carried Indiana. This 
is the first time the head of the ticket in 1880 and 
the man who knows as much as any other about 
the work of that campaign, has opened his mouth 
on the subjeet, and:those who know Gov. Porter, 
know he would speak what he honestly believes. 
The Governor's statement does away absolutely 
with tbe oft-repeated statement that polls of tbe 
State were made after Dorsey came here, and 
that the great roll of organization proceeded un- 
der bis supervision. The speech is a perfect cor- 
roboration of all that has been said in Tae Timzs's 


dispatches about that campaign, both during its 
progress and since it has become a subject of na- 
tional discussion. The Governor said: 

“For two years before the contest of 1880 our 
State Central Committee had been gathering and 
placing upon its books the names and addresses of 
all the most zealous and efficient Republicans tn 
the several townships inthe State.

Fifty-three have been so far reported, but it is 
thonght many more have perished. 

The Carleton left Nassau with the malls and 
14 passengers for Inagua and the intermediate 
ports on Tuesday morning, the 4th inst. While 
lying in the harbor at San Salvador on Friday 
night, the 7th inst., the hurricane came on, and 
although she was under a lee, and despite every 
effort to hold her with two extra anchors, the ves- 
sel dragged into deep water, and was thrown upon 
her beam ends. The anchors were left behind, and 
the spars cut away. Finally she righted, and 
soudded before the wind through a fearful sea. 
The Carleton struck on a reef off Millais, and the 
rudder was lost. Then she floated off into 
five fathoms of water, and struck again, remaining 
broadside to the waves. The long-boat was launched 
on the weather side, and 12 persons got into her. 
The oars were washed away and the boat went 
adrift, steered with a piece of board. The remain- 
ing persons on board—Capt. Dorsett, James Dar- 
ling, the cook, and Adam McKenzie, a seaman— 
tried to get the other boat into the water while 
the sea was sweeping the deck. When the boat was 
finally launched McKenzie fell into the sea with 
her, but managed to reach the vessel again. The 
Captain and the two men reached the shore at last 
abeat five miles above the place where the otber 
boat had landed. The following passengers on 
the Carieton were drowned: The Rev. 8. J. 
Higgs, Mrs. Higgs, Mr. N. A. Andersen, wife. and 
danghter; Waney Simons and two children, Eliza- 
beth Colebrook, Rosa Deveaux and child, and 
Amelia Young. The Rev. J. S.J. Higgs was for 
many years Rector of the parish of San Satvador. 
Mr. Andersen had just n @ inted Acting 
President Justice at Long Island. The bodies of 
those drowned were all recovered and buried. The 
Carleton was owned by the Hou. R. H. Sawyer, of 
Nassau, as well asaportion of the cargo. The 
vessel carried the mails, which, with the exception 
of the boas for San Salvador and Inagua, were re- 
covered.

SPARRO WS SHOT FOR SPORT. 





THE BIRDS SUBSTITUTED FOR PIGEONS IN 
PHILADELPHIA MATCHES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 26.—The substitution 
of sparrows for pigeons in a shooting-match was 
first tried in this city to-day at Pastime Park. Sev- 
eral noted pigeon shots, professionals and ama- 
teurs, entered for the first sweepstake. The rules 
made the shooting distance 21 yards, the bounds 
60 yards, and the charge not overanounce. All 
makes of breech-loadera were used, and one of the 
winners shot from an old-fashioned muzzle-loader 
that saw service a quarter of acentury ago. The 


trap was about one-half the sizeof that used for 
pigeons and was square in shape. It worked ad- 
mirably. 

Four hundred sparrows were provided for the 
sport, but it was found that many of them hed 
been kept so long in confinement that they had 
lost their vigor and were not able to rise on their 
wings. Thus in the firet match, where 118 birds 
were trapped, the ** no-birds,” or birds that would 
not or could not rise when the trap was sprung, 
numberec %. It was very annoying to have a 
bird stand still when the trap fell in ruins around 
him, butit was amusing to see the little things 
run to look at the empty cartridges und 
other small missiles that were thrown to frighten 
them into flight. One bird feli dead within 10 feet 
of the trap, and when he was brought in was found 
to be without a shot in him. He was probably 
frightened to death. There were others that few 
out of bounds with half a load of shot in them, 
and took refuge on the trees back of the park. 
Some of these were brought down by reckless out- 
es who were finally driven away for endan- 
gering human life. 

In the first match there were 18 entries, of whom 
10 were said to be professional and 8 amateur 
shots. T. 8. Dando made a miss of his first spar- 
row, kilied the next 4,and then missed the sixth 
and eighth birds out of the 10, making a score of 7. 
He isanamateur. W. Montgomery made8 out or 10. 
J. Howard killed a straight 10. A. Welsh gota 
score of 8, and W. Weber killed the same number. 
The sparrow’s course when the trap opened seldom 
varied. It was on a straight line to the rear, 
and he seldom rose more than a foot from 
the ground. Some skimmed along the grass for 
five or six yards, almost touching it, and compara- 
tively few rose more than three feet from the 
earth. A few quartering sparrows were seen, not 
more, however, than five or six out of the hun- 
dreds shot, and most of the little victims went to 
the rear as low down as they could fly. They were 
so small that they made a rather difficult shot, and 


many of the marksmen fired over them. The |

Their 
cheapness, however, will probaoly make them 
popular for practice-shooting. They cost 10 cents 
each, while pigeons sell for from 50 to 75 cents a

ASSISTANT BISHOP TO BE ELECTED BY 
THE DIOCESAN CONVENTION TO-DAY. 

The one-hundredth annual Convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Diocese of New-York was 
opened yesterday morning in St. Augustine's 
Chapel, in East Houston-street. There were 325 
clergymen present and 4 Jay delegates from each 
of 200 parishes. The opening services were con- 
duoted by the Rey. Drs. Dix, Morgan, Eigenbrodt, 
Tuttle, Seebury, Eaton, and the Rev. Messrs. Reese, 
of Dobbs Ferry; Canedy, of New-Rochelle, and 
Kimber and Walker, of this City. The Rev. Dr. 


Francis Lobdell, of St. Andrew's Church, Harlem, 
preached the sermon. After the servicrs the con- 
ventiou adjourned for luncheon and reassembied 
for business at 2 o'clock. 

The Rev. Dr. Eigenbrodt, the Secretary, called 
the meeting to order in the absence of Bishup Pot- 
ter, according to the canon ef the church.

No, 38 East TWENTY-SECOND-STRERT, Sept. 12, 1883, 
The Rev, Morgan Dix, D. D., Chairman of the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Diocese of New-York: 

My Dear Sin: The approaching time for the meet- 
ing of the convention warns me that some action 
must be taken In relation to the future discharge of 
the episcopal office in this diocese. It is now more 
than four months since, exnausted by the great labors 
which usually accompany the Spring appointments, 
Il was overtaken bya severe attack of pneumonia. 
Although I fully recovered from this attack, 

find myself at present greatl reduced in 
strength and unable with the weight of so many 
ears upon me to recover the health that was former- 
y vouchsafed to me. It is very evident to me, and it 
is, indeed, the opinion of my physician, that, even tf 
my life should be considerably prolonged, I shall 
never have the physical strength that is necessary to 
endure the fatigues and exposures incident to the ac- 
tive duties of this office. The extent of the work in 
this diocese, and the multiplicity of cares connected 
with it, are such as to require the exercise and un- 
trammeled energies of one inthe full vigor of life. 
Such a condition can inthe present instance only be 
reached by my complete witadrawal from the admin- 
istration of ihe dio ese. 

itis, therefore, after mature deliberation and with 
asingle desire tothe best interests of the diocese, in 
which desire no personal consideration has piace. that 
I address the Stanaing Committee through their Chair- 
man, communicating these facts to them and request- 
ing them to make them known to the diocese at the 
approaching convention in whatever manner they 
may deem best calculated to secure for me the entire 
relief from official care and duty which has become 
absolutely necessary, and to promote the highest in- 
terests of thechurch. Most truly yours,

Dr. Morgan stated that the Standing Committee 
bad carefully considered the contents of this letter, 
and had adopted resolutions that it should be pre- 
sented to the convention. The committee had also 
decided to urge upon that body the necessity of 
electing an Assistant Bishop, to which the Bishop 
had given bis consent and approval. Dr. Morgan 
said that the first and moving cause toward the 
election of an Assistant Bishop was to be 
found in the weakened physical condition and 
expressed wish of Bishop Potter. The method 
which existed under the legislation of the 
church for the relief of an aged and in- 
firm Bishop was by the election of an assistant. 
The assistant is empowered to perform such duties 
as the Bishop may assign tohim. The last consid- 
eration in the judgment of the Standing Committee 
was the exigencies of the work of the diocese. 
The speaker paid a high tribute to the character 
and wisdom of Bishop Potter and spoke impress- 
ively of the importance of the duty which had de- 
volved upon the convention. On motion of Eras- 
tus Brooks the report was accepted and its recom- 
mendations were concurred in by the convention. 
On motion of the same gentleman it was decided 
that the convention should proceed to the election 
of an Assistant Bishop at noon to-day. It was

FORMING AN AMERICAN SOCIETY FOR THE 
STUDY OF BIRDS. 

A number of distinguished ornithologists 
met yesterday et the American Museum of Natural 
History, in Seventy-ninth-street, near Eighth- ave- 
nue, to organize an American Ornithologists’

In November of last 
year she told her mother that sne was going 
to marry Wane, and the mother told the 
father. Mr. Wagner objected to the marriage be- 
cause Wane was & Catholic and the Wagner family 
were Protestants, but his objections were waved 
aside, he says, by bis daughter, who came to him 
on Nov. 27 last and told him that she was married 
to Wane. She produced a marriage certificate, 
dated Nov. 25, and signed by “ Edmund Guilbert, 
minister of the Gospel,” and the names of two 
witnesses, Eugene Eastman and Kittie Colman. 
She was married, she said, in a house in Twenty- 
third-street, between Sixth and Seventh avenues, 
this City, and she bewged her father’s for- 


giveness for taking the step without his 
consent. ‘*What could I do?’ said Mr. 
Wagner, interrupting his story. “ The 


man had proved himself honorable by making the 
only reparation in his power for the ruin of my 
daughter, as I thought, and, of course, { thought 
the best thing to do was to let matters take their 
course. I furnished a house in Henderson-street 
for my daughter and the man I supposed to be her 
husband, paying out of my own pocket $400 for the 
furniture, and the two went there to live and keep 
house. The man, who now proved to be John W. 
Rowan, instead of John Wane, lived with Hattie 
about three weeks—until the middle of December 
—when he abandoned her, and nothing was seen 
or heard of him until a week ago Saturday, when 
I had him arrested.” 

When her supposed husband left her Hattie went 
to her father and the two came over to this City to 
find out, if they could, something about the man 
whom they supposed to be the one who had mar- 
ried the girl. The Rev. Edmund Guilbert, whose 
name is attached to the certifieate, is Rector of the 
Church of the Holy Spirit, at Madison-avenue and 
Sixty-sixth-street, and resides at No. 787 Madison- 
avenue. Fatherand daughter called on Mr. Guli- 
bert, but the moment Hattie saw him she exclaimed, 
“That is not the mav.”’ Mr. Guilbert told Mr. 
Wagner that he had not officiated at the marriage 
of his daughter, and advised him to have tbe house 
in Twenty-third-street ‘‘pulled.”” He went to the 
house which his daughter pointed out as the one 
in which the ceremony was performed, but nobody 
there knew anything of the alleged marriage. It 
is a boarding-house of some kind, he says, and he 
could get no satisfaetion out of anybody there. 
He took his daughter to his home in Jersey City, 
and in Aprii last ber child was born. Her supposed 
husband, whom she still knew as John Wane, was 
still absent from the city, and she could not find 
out where he had gone. Six weeks ago Hattie 
went before Overseer of the Poor Reichenbecker, 
and swore out a warrant of arrest for Rowan ona 
charge of abandonment, and a week ago last 
Saturday Detective Clos arrested him in Hender- 
son-street, pear where Hattie with her alleged 
busband had lived during the brief period of their 
honeymoon. Rowan isa fine-looking young man, 
the son of a former policeman of Jersey City. 

The case came up for trial yesterday before Jus- 
tice Davis, in the Central Police Court, Jersey City, 
and Mr. Wagner told substantially the story given 
above on the witness stand. Rowan was present, 
and as the father stepped from the stand he looked 
him square in the face, and, shaking his fist, ex- 
claimed: ‘I will have justice for my girl! If I 
can’t cet it in the courts, I will take the law in my 
own hands and kill you!” The scene was a very 
dramatic one, and Rowan winced as Mr. Wagner 
addressed him. Jadge Davis ordered Mr. Wagner 
to be quiet, and he left the eourt-room, but he 
repeated his threat to Tse Trmzs reporter 


last night, stating that unless Rowan ad- 
mitted the marriage and did justice to 
bis daughter, he would kill him. Rowan 


denies that he was ever married to the girl or even 
took part ina mock marriage ceremony with her. 
He claims that it is a conspiracy on the part of 
father and daughter to place the paternity of Hat- 
tie’s child upow him. He called several witnesses 
from the Atlantic and Pacific Tea Company’s store 
to prove that he was in the store all day on Nov. 
25 last and could not, therefore, have been in this 
City. The case was adjourned until to-morrow, 
when more witnesses will be heard. The marriage 
certificate produced by Hattie is filled out in blue 
ink and ali the signatures seem to have been made 
by one person, who attempted to disguise his hand 
after signing the name of the Rey. Dr. Guilbert. 

Counseler William Daly, who appears for the 
girl, claims that the marriage was legal according 
to the laws of New-York and will be held to be so 
in New-Jersey. He will bring an action inthe 
Court of Chancery to-day or to-morrow, with a 
view to securing a decree of the court affirming 
the validity of the marriage. Counsellor Norman 
Rowe, who appears for Rowan, claims that there 
never was any marriage, and that the certificate 
was prepared by the father and daughter. Mr. 
Wagner is a very respectable man who is highly 
spoken of by his neighbors. and they scout the 
idea that he would have aided in a forgery, even 
to save the honor of his daughter. 


| ARMY VIEWS HOR THE COREANS. 


PRINCE MIN YONG IK FIRES OFF A GUN 
AND CRITICISES AMERICAN DRES& 

The members of the Corean Embassy paid a 
visit yesterday to Mr. William Kurtz’s studio, 
where their photographs were taken. Four of 
them then went to Governor’s Island, and a cor- 
dial reception was given them by Brevet Major 
Wiliam D. Whipple, Assistant Adjutant-General, 
on behalf of Gen. Hancock, who was suffering 
from an injured knee, and was unable to move 
from his room. Prince Min Yong Ik was very 
elaborately attired for the occasion. He worea 
white brocaded silk robe over purple trousers, 


which were tied by blue rinbons. His sleeves were 
scarlet, and bis shoes pale blue and black. He had 
invested in a pair of yellow kid gloves, and was 
evidently endeavoring to initiate himself into the 
art of wearing them easily. The party was sa- 
luted by the guards of the Fifth Artil- 
lery, and then marched toward Fort Co- 
lumbus to the strains of military music. The 
Coreans were apparently much pleased with 
these melodious sounds as they freauently glanced 
in the direction of the band with smiling counte- 
hances. On the parapet of the fort they heard the 
national salute of 17 guns which was fired from 
the oastle. Therings of smoke which, in the ab- 
sence of wind, rose above the castle, appeared to 
astonish them. The Embassy then inspected the 
barracks. At Major Whipple’s private residence 
they were introduce? to his Indian curiosities, 
after which they reviewed three post batteries of 
the Fifth Regiment of artillery, garrisoning the 
post of Fort Columbus. A visit to Gen. Hancock 
was the next move, and a lunch was 
there provided. While smoking their oigars 
the Coreans were shown a skirmish drill, 
and [Prince Min Yong Ik was allowed 
to fire off a gun with his own hands. His 
mauner of handling the piece showed that the ex- 
ercise was regarded asa tremendous feat. After 
tnis entertainment the Embassy was taken by the 
Chester A. Arthur to the New-York Central and 
Hudson River Raliroad Company's grain elevators. 
“They are never tired,’ said Lieut. Mason, **no 
matter where we go. Last night I myself felt 
quite exhausted, but the Coreans were as brisk 
and lively as ever.”’ ‘Their flag which was flying 
Arthur had the points of the 
compass on the corners and a hieroglyphic in the 
centre representing the Corean emblem of happi- 
ness. Prince Min Yong Ik is much struck by the 
usefulness of the American manner of dressing, 
but considers bis own clothes far more more beau- 
tiful. The party was at the Casino last evening, 
and to-day will visit the stores of Arnold, Con- 
stable & Co. and Claflin & Oo. and the Fire De- 
partment Head quarters in Mercer-street. To-mor- 
row they will visit West Point, and on Saturday, it 
is stated, will go to Washington.

MR, JOSEPH ?}MEDILL’S VIEWS ON 
VARIOUS QUESTIONS. * & 
oe MUCH MONEY SPENT ON LIQUOR AND. 
TOBACCO BY THE WORKING CLASSES— 
, INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS WANTED. 

Senators Biair, Call, and Pugh listened yes- 
ferday to the testimony of Mr. Joseph Medill, pre- 
pee oer Tribune. Mr. Medili said he 
been connected with newspapers since 1848. 

He believed the chief cause of the impvecunious 
condition of the wage classes in this country was 
due to their own improvidence. Too many were 
trying to go along without work and a large pro- 
pertion epent their earnings in drink and cigars. 
Money, he thought, could be saved on small earn- 
ings. In Mr. Medill’s experience, very few that 
smoked and drank saved any money. Those who 
had studied the question found that the working 
men spent yearly $400,000,000 for liquor. To this 
must be added” at least $10,000,000 for cigars and 
tebacco. The money thrown away on liquor dur- 


ing the past year would nave furnished every one 
in this country with a comfortable home. 
little faith in legislation 
for these evils. The number of fret ries, 
however, should be reduced. Mr. Medill then 
ke of the tenement-houso evil of the larger 
ties. It was a significant fact that in New-York 
the deaths exceeded the births by 10,000 yearly. If 
capitaliste did not improve the condition of tene- 
ments, it would become the duty of the munioi- 
nee Adee so, He believea the people of the 
nited States labored too hours.

Was a time when co-operation was expected to 
clear away all the difficuities between capital and 
labor. But now, after repeated trials, its advo- 
eates had given it up as a solution of the labor 
question. Mr. Medill thought that the colleges and 
high schools of the country did not train American 
youth to habits of useful industry. Their system 
of education did not teach a pupil how he might 
double the value of his iabor. College instruction 
consisted of dead languages and higher mathe- 

atics. This was well enough forrich young men, 

t it did not give a bread dinner. The system 
also destroyed all ideas of the youth toJearn trades, 
and resuited in crowding the middie ranks of so- 
ciety with useless young men. The mechanical 
‘arts were surrendered to foreigners, and trades 
that soiled the hands were considered beneath the 
farmer's son. This wasall wrong. Every institu- 
tion should teach arts, practical arts. There was 
sand Fae) pn laboratory and industrial 
schoo! every city.

He believed Congress had a right te regulate inter-

Bonds were given—first mortgage 
bonds and second mortgage ponds—which repre- 
sented millions more than the actual cost of the 
roads. The railroads did not intend to pay these 
ppossonmes. They did not even pay the interest.

to three times as much in rates for freight 
end passengers as the roads this side 
of the Missouri. They claimed that fuel 
cost so much and was hard to. get.” 
The witness had seen acoal mine owned by the 
Tsion Pacific Railroad with coal 60 feet below the 
surface in such quantities that it would not cost 
a cent a busbel to mineit.

Bquare miles beyond the Missouri he didnot think 
that more than one aere in twenty could be natu- 
rally irrigated. The rest was in part good cattle-

ard life at first. Those who had become estab- 

lished lived in a prosperous condition, and he con- 

sidered them the most contented and virtuous 
class of peoplein the United states. 

Senator Biair—Is there any legisiation that you 
ean think of that would benefit that class? A.— 
Yes. The rezu!ation of the tariff rates of railroads 
would benefitthem more than anything else. If 
there was a fixed system of rates they would be 
even more prosperous and more contented. 

In reply to questions by Senator Blair, Mr. Medill 
waid that the pay-roll of the Chicago 7ridune of 
city employes numbered from 200 to 250 persons. 
Pressmen received from $40 to $50 s week, re- 
porters from $20 to $50 a week, and the editorial 
writers bigher salaries. Higher wages were paid 

the newspaper business than in other trades in 
Chieago. In conclusion Mr. Medill spoke strongly 
in favor of industrial schgols, and believed them 
the most means of improving the con- 
dition of the poor. 

Dr William B. Moorill spoke of the benefit of the 
elevated roads in getting the poor to the parks and 
suburban country. They had enhanced the value 
of property at the lower end 60 per cent. and at 
the Harlem end 100 per cent.

4 No apprehension was felt yesterday in the 
dry goods trade that the failures of F. Mayer & Co., 
of No. 80 White-street, and Levy Brothers & Co., 
of No. 472 Broadway. would resuit in the failure of 
any other prominent/firm. It was thought, how- 


ever, that some of the smaller houses, which have 
been practically supported by Mr. Mayer's 
accommodation paper, might be fo to 
succumb. No more exact estimate of the 
liabilities or assets of Mayer & Co. could be ob- 
tained than that published yesterday. It will re- 
quire a weck at least tor Mr. Danzig, the Assignee, 
to prepare a schedule, and untii that is done the 
debts and available property of the firm cannot be 
accurately ascertained. Mr. Ferdinand Mayer es- 
timates his liabilities at about $1,125,000, and he 
has turned over to the Assignee property in real 
estate, stock, and claims which are considered 
perfectly good, which he regards as worth at least 

1,600,000. One piece of property alone, the 

trathmore flats, is valu at ,000, and 
brings in a rental of about $30,000 annually. 
If the sale of the real estate is forced, 
it will not, of course, realize any such amount as 
this, but as soon asthe schedules are prepared a 
meeting of the creditors will be called, and an at- 
tempt will be made to agree upon some plan which 
will prevent the sacrifice of the D gare & If wise 
counsels prevail, it is believed that all claims 
against Mayer & Co. can be paid in full, and that 
something will remain for the firm. 

At the office of Levy Brothers & Co. yesterday 
the Assignee, Mr. Solomon N, Kohn, was busy try- 
ing to straighten out affairs so as to prepare his 
schedule. The exact liabilities of the firm are not 
known, but they are estimated at not far from 
$1,500,000. and to meet them assets have been 
turned over of a nominal value of abont $2,000,- 
000. This amount is made up of real estate, a 
large stock of goods, and bills receivable which 
are considered perfectly good. Levy Brothers 
own the building at Houston-street and Broad- 
way occupied by the Bronner Clothing Com- 
pany, the building used by themseives at 
No. 472 Broadway, and they are interested 
in a number of flats and apartment-houses 
in the upper part of the City. Their creditors ex- 

ct to be paid in fullas soon as the business can 
Ce peoperiy wound up. It is said that the firm 
could have sustained the shock of the assignment 
of Bronner & Co., which left them among the un- 
preferred creditors, although it was their money 
which had supported the concern, but the suspen- 
sion of Mayer & Co.,who owed them nearly $32,000, 
sent their creditors upon them in a swarm, and in 
order to protect allalike they were forced to make 
the assignment. A member of the firm said that if 
F. Mayer & Co. paid in full, as it was believed 
that they would, Levy Brothers & Co. could 
resume immediately after the settlement. The 
firm has published a card to its creditors 
stating that an inventory is being taken 
and will be completed with all possible speed. 
“ When completed,”’ the firm writes, “ we will. 
without delay, lay our condition before you and 
satisfy you that your confidence in our integrity 
has not been in the least misplaced.”
